war," declared P Snowden, Ij»borltc 
member of the House of Commons, In 
a speech In the lower chamber today. 

Snowden's address opened the long- 
expected debate on peace terms In 
Parliament, and an effort is to be 
made to force the government to make 
known on what terms It will make 
peace with (lermany. 

Snowden received no encourage 
incut from the Premier. In answering 
the speech Mr. Asqulth said that the 
allies would not consider pence terms 
until victory was in sight nnd the ten 
tnil powers decisively beaten. He re- 
peated former statements regarding 
conditions on which pence would be 
considered. 

Member Trevelnn ( Liberal } de- 
clared thnt both the Herman nnd IJrlt- 
ish governments desired peace, but 
added that neither side would take the 
Initiative. He dec lared that any over- 
ta.rcs that might lie made by Great 
Hritain should be tnken as a sign of 
weariness over the struggle nnd no' 
as a proof of failure. 

"There is no chance of peace as 
long as Cermany believes that we are 
set on a policy of eonnuesl,'' said 
Trevalyan. 

Member Snow den said that the peo- 
ple of England had a right to demund 
of the government a statement In de- 
finite, precise form as to the terms 
F.nglund would accept as the price of 
pence. 

The speaker declared that all the 
nations, and especially Cermany. were 
being driven to accept the evidence 
of the nullity of militnrlsm. and the 
time w-as therefore ripe for making a 
movement in the direction of peace. In 
particular Mr Snowden maintained 
that the government socialists were 
solidly In fnvor of peace now that it 
had MM proved that Germany wns 
Invulnerable from external attack
